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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Economic conditions recorded betterment in July over the preceding month, 
Most of the major factors showed gains counterbalancing the declines of May 
and June. The index of wholesale prices advanced from 84-6 to 87-5, marked 
increases being shown in crop products and non-ferrous metals. The change in 
Dominion bond prices was very slight, the market for high-grades having been 
steady for a greater part of the period. The index of capitalized bond yields 
averaged 144-9 against 144-3 in July. The considerable increase in demand 
deposits offset the decline in savings accounts, the net result being a slight 
increase in the total. Stock markets recovered rather sharply toward the end of 
the month, the index for July having been 133-0 as against 129-4 in June. 

According to preliminary calculations, business operations were practically 
maintained at the high level of the preceding month. The factors showing the 
irend of mineral production were uneven. Copper exports recorded an increase 
and were greater than in any other July in history. While nickel exports were 
also at a maximum for the month, a decline was shown from June even after 
seasonal adjustment. Zine exports rose to an exceedingly high level in July, 
the index advancing from 216-3 to 317-6. Gold shipments from Canadian 
mines showed a contraseasonal decline while silver consignments were in larger 
amount. Asbestos exports of better grades were at a somewhat higher level 
after seasonal adjustment. 


The manufacture of foodstuffs showed a gain, the index advancing from 
%-0 to 99-5. Flour production was slightly over one million barrels compared 
with 900,000 in the preceding month. The manufacture of sugar was nearly 
maintained the index receding from 67-1 to 66-7. Sheep slaughterings showed 
amarked increase while declines in cattle and hogs were greater than normal for 
the season. Increase in factory cheese production was less than normal for the 
season while creamery butter also recorded recession after the usual adjustment. 
The change in the exports of canned salmon was slight. The release of tobacco 
for consumption showed a decline, the index dropping from 166-7 to 161-3. 

Newsprint was produced in heavy volume being greater than in any other 
month. The index on the base of 1926 advanced one point to 196-7. Exports 
of wood pulp and lumber showed recession the outward shipment of planks and 
boards having been 171 million feet against 182 million in June. 


The iron and steel industry continued active, production of steel ingots 
having been nearly 123,000 tons against 118,744. Pig iron production showed a 
gain from 79,736 tons against 78,278. The decline in automobile production 
was less than normal for the season the index consequently advancing from 
119-8 to 134-7. The output was 17,941 units against 23,841. The manufacture 
of pneumatic casings was heavy being 261,918 against 237,718. Building 
permits were slightly more than maintained in July, the award of: contracts 
dropping from $30,400,000 to $21,500,000. The general index for construction 
consequently retreated from 64-0 to 48-7. 


The railway traffic showed a gain in July when a decline would have norm- 
ally been anticipated from seasonal considerations. The index moved up from 
8-5 to 85-8. The loadings were 219,290 against 214,229 cars. The export 
trade showed a decline from the high level of the preceding month, the total 
oe about $100 million against $109 million in June. The index receded from

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Agriculture— 

Except for Saskatchewan where the worst crop failure in the history of the 
province is inevitable, all parts of Canada showed good prospects for farm crops 
as the harvest season commenced early in August. Hay crops in eastern Canada 
were heavy and of good quality while pastures have held up well. Potatoes 
in this region promise normal crops while the prospective yield of grains is 
variable but on the whole good. 

With much of the wheat crop already cut in Manitoba, yields are quite 
promising, despite some reduction in crop and grade as a result of rust in southern 
areas and drought in the northwest. Saskatchewan will have very little wheat 
to thresh this season. With the exception of scattered patches only the east- 
central and northeastern districts will have a worthwhile harvest and even in 
these areas yields will be low. Drought conditions which have persisted through- 
out the summer were continued well into August with a resultant critical shortage 
of feed supplies in addition to general failure of grain crops. 

Dry weather which threatened crops in eastern Alberta early in July was 
relieved by good rains which came in time to stave off a serious situation. 
While the outturn of the grain crops will be below average, prospects for the 
province are well ahead of last year. British Columbia has enjoyed a normal 
season and all crops have made satisfactory progress. 

The apple crop for the whole country promises to be the largest since the 
record yield of 1933. Other fruit crops are mostly above average and vegetable 
mops both for fresh market use and canning are showing better than average 
condition. 


The first seven months— 

Constructive factors dominated the economic situation of Canada during 
the first seven months of 1937, and a greater measure of prosperity was enjoyed 
than in any year since 1930. Advances were recorded in most factors regarded 
as significant in the study of cyclical fluctuations. Productive operations were 
particularly strong, reaching a new high point since pre-depression years. 

The period under review was characterized by marked gains in the deposit 
liabilities and readily available assets of the chartered banks. Due to the 
rlatively low level of current loans, security holdings rose to a new historical 
maximum. Current and call loans, however, recorded gains in the first half of 
1937 reversing the trend of the last six years. 

The advance in wholesale prices was continued in the first quarter of the 
year, practically restoring pre-depression relationships between prices for manu- 
factured goods and basic materials including farm products. This readjustment 
paved the way for a more normal interchange of goods between primary and 
weondary producers which should be accompanied by an increase in the 
wgregate real income of the Dominion. Speculative commodities reacted 
moderately in the second quarter, but constructive factors reasserted them- 
elves in recent weeks. 

Productive operations as measured by the index of the physical volume of 
business were about 12 p.c. greater than in the same period of the preceding 
year. The newsprint, mining and power industries reached new high records, 
towing marked gains over 1936. The increase in the volume of manufactured 
foods was nearly 14 p.c. Construction operations increased markedly but 
rmained at a low level comparative to conditions in the last prosperity cycle. 
The expansion in production operations was due in large measure to the accel- 
tration in external demand. The export trade of the Dominion recorded a gain 
of nearly 23 p.c. over the preceding year, several exceptional causes contributing 
to this result. One factor was the economic recovery general in most of the 
principal countries for which information is available. With facilities for the 
production of minerals and other natural products on a large scale, Canada was 
a position to share fully in the revival of international trade. The Dominion 
reently occupied fourth place among the exporting nations surpassed only by 
treat Britain, the United States and Germany. 
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Public interest in security markets increased materially during the first 
quarter, particularly in the industrial and utility sections. Following the 
marked rise lasting for about ten months, a reaction occurred in the second 
quarter. The reaction was of a moderate character relative to the extensive 
advance from May 1933 to March of this year. 


Electric power Production— 

The use of hydro-electric power has grown rapidly in Canada playing a 
prominent part in the development of Canadian industries. The year 1936 
recorded a peak of electric power production in the Dominion, the output 
showing a gain of 8-9 p.c. over the preceding year. During the last decade the 
capacity of hydro-electric installations in Canada has more than doubled, and 
the Dominion still possesses known reserves of hydro-electric power nearly five 
times as great as present developments. New installations during 1936 aggre- 
gated 36,475 horse power bringing the total for the Dominion at the end of the 
year to 7,945,590 h.p. 

The output of central electric stations which supply over 90 p.c. of the 
electric power production of Canada was for the first seven months of 1937, 
15-9 billion kilowatt hours, an increase of 10-2 p.c. over the preceding year. 

The firm power made available in Canada for ordinary use, computed by 
deducting the sum of exports to the United States, and the amount supplied 
for use in electric boilers was 10,389 million kilowatt hours, a gain of 8-9 p.c. 
over the 9,537 million kilowatt hours made available in 1936. 


The Steel Industry 

The steel industry was markedly active in the first seven months of the 
present year, sharing in the revival of the group contributing to capital equip- 
ment. Steel production was maintained during the first four months at the 


relatively high level established and then entered new territory, the output in 
July being greater than for the same month of any year in the post-war period. 
The production during the first seven months was 836,000 long tons, more than 
29 p.c. greater than in the same period of last year. The production of pig 
iron has also shown steady gain. 


Construction 

The award of new business to the amount of $131-9 million during the 
first seven months of 1937 indicates that one of the industries most tardy in 
recovery, is now making more satisfactory progress. This amount, compared 
with $95-6 million in the same period of last year, showed a gain of about 38 p.c. 
Contemplated new construction for 1937 was reported at $270 million, a gain of 
61 p.c. The continued successful development of mineral resources is resulting 
in a marked expansion in building in communities adjacent to mining opera- 
tions accounting for considerable new building in those areas apart from actual 
mining operations. The contracts for July were valued at nearly $21-5 million, 


an increase of 22 p.c. over the same month of last year, when the total was 
about $17-9 million. 


Railways 

Railway traffic in the first 31 weeks showed a considerable increase over 
the preceding year. The gain in carloadings over 1936 was 9-5 p.c., the total 
having been 1,483,000 cars against 1,354,000. Eight of the eleven groups in 
the traffic classification recorded gains in this comparison. The deficit in the 
grain movement was 43,000 cars, and coal and coke recorded declines. An 
encouraging feature was the gain of 89,000 cars, or 29 p.c., in the movement of 
miscellaneous commodities. Forestry products such as pulpwood, pulp and 
paper and miscellaneous wood products were moved in much greater volume. 


Ore recorded a gain of 32 p.c., and a large increase was shown in l.c.l. mer- 
chandise.

August, 1937 


External Trade 

Canadian exports in the first half of 1937 were $518 million, an increase of 
$98 million over the same period of last year and the highest since 1929. The 
value of export trade has, therefore, been practically restored to the pre-depres- 
sion level. Canada reached, in 1936, the fourth position in the world export 
trade and the volume of exports rose to a new record, exceeding even the war 
and early post-war periods. Despite the excellent showing in the last half year, 
wheat, cattle, automobiles, copper and zinc showed declines from 1936. In- 
creases on the other hand, were recorded in practically all forest products in- 
cluding newsprint, woodpulp and lumber, and gains were shown in such import- 
ant commodities as meats, fish, lead, gold, asbestos, nickel and aluminium... 
The decline in wheat sales abroad, which were less than half of those in the first 
six months of last year, was due to the great reduction in the available exportable 
supply, resulting from successive short crops in recent years. 
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Our export trade is now more widely distributed, the values in the first 
half of the year showing gains with 23 important countries, while declines were 
recorded for only four. Our exporters are less dependent on a few large buyers 
than in the pre-depression period and the wider distribution is a constructive 
development. The marked gain in imports was partly due to the large pur- 
chasing power established abroad through a buoyant export trade, tourist 
expenditures and invisible items. The greater rise in prices of export goods 
contributed to an increase in the active balance of trade from $130 million to 
$145 million. 


Prices 

Wholesale prices rose in July following the reaction of the two preceding 
months. The gain in the index over June was no less than 33 p.c. and a higher 
point was reached than at any time since June 1930. Increases over the pre- 
ceding month were shown by each of the eight main groups, the greatest gains 
being recorded by crop products and non-ferrous metals. The reaction in grain 
prices was the main influence in depressing the general level after the third week 
of July. The recession continued in the early part of August. 


Prices for base metals advanced with zinc making the steadiest and greatest 
gain. Copper prices responded to revival in demand. Consumption in Europe 
remained satisfactory and an accelerated demand was anticipated to follow the 
speeding up in American steel operations. The general index rose from 84-6 
in June to 87-5 in the month under review. Rising prices in primary markets 
have been followed so far by only a slight rise in living cost, so that increases 
in money incomes ensure a command over a larger amount of goods and services. 

Stock markets passed through a period of consolidation from May to the 
middle of July. The rally that commenced at that time was extended during 
the early weeks of August. Important gains were shown in the stocks of the 
two industrial mines and in utilities, Brazilian being an active leader in the 
latter part of the month. 


Although on balance the total net purchases of securities by Canadians were 
only about $5 million during the first half year of 1937, net purchases from the 
United States by Canadians exceeded $30 million and were mostly concentrated in 
repurchases of Canadians common and preference stocks held in the United States. 
This section constituted about $18 million of the net purchases. The volume 
of the trade in United States stocks between Canada and the United States 
was heavier than the trade in Canadian securities, but the sales and purchases 
were about equal. 


On the other hand, in the trade with the United Kingdom, sales exceeded 
purchases by about $20 million, most of which were of Canadian common and 
preference stocks. 
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Banking Operations 

With current loans increasing steadily in recent months, the rate of gain 
in security holdings showed signs of slackening. May current loans were ahead 
of those of the preceding year for the first time during the recovery and the 
improvement was continued in June with a contraseasonal gain. The increase 
in the demand for current loans is one of the encouraging developments of recent 
months. The trend is significant from the viewpoint of improved bank earn- 
ings. Security holdings reached a new maximum and long-term bonds were 
held in greater amount, while short terms maturing in less than two years were 
moderately liquidated. 

Public Finance— 

Governmental revenues continued to register encouraging improvement 
giving additional confirmation to budget optimism. For the first four months 
of the current fiscal year, the surplus of total receipts over total expenditure 
was no less than 43-4 million dollars compared with only 3 millions last year, 
in the same comparison. Since the Minister of Finance budgeted for an increase 
of only 33 millions in revenue for the present fiscal year over 1936-37, there is 
every indication that his hopes will be more than realized. 

Custom import duties showed a gain of 18 p.c. in the four months com- 
parison. Excise taxes, sales taxes, stamps, etc., registered an advance of nearly 
35 p.c., while income tax with 86-3 millions collected represents an increase 
of 19-7 p.c. Total revenue received at $205 millions was 21-3 p.c. greater than 
that of the same period of 1936, while total expenditure declined slightly from 
$165-7 millions to $161-0 millions, a decrease of 2-4 p.c. 

United States 

Business operations in the United States made a turn for the better in July, 
seasonally adjusted activity recording an increase for the first time since March. 
The steel industry, recovering from strike conditions, showed a considerably 
greater output. A number of automobile plants closed in July in preparation 
for the introduction of new models and the decline in output was greater than 
normal for the season. The value of construction contracts was at a lower 
level, the marked advance in costs proving a discouraging influence. The weather 
continued generally favourable for agricultural crops during July, except in a 
number of western states, and production of large crops seemed almost assured. 
It was estimated that the value of the winter wheat crop would be 40 p.c. greater 
than in 1936. 

Stock prices showed a sizable gain of about 10 p.c. in July, following the 
reaction which terminated abruptly at the end of the preceding month. 
United Kingdom 

Business activity in the United Kingdom, in contrast to the normal seasonal 
trend, continued the expansion in progress for some years. No evidence ap- 
peared that demand was restricted by rising costs, the latter being accompanied 
by a steady expansion of credit. British export of manufactures have recently 
been more than 28 p.c. greater than in the same period of 1936. The iron and 
steel industries and the trades dependent on it are operating practically at 
capacity. Technical difficulties having been gradually overcome, production of 
coal is substantially higher than a year ago. Building activity was maintained 
at a high level and no marked decline appears likely in the immediate future. 
Due to the rapid expansion of international trade accompanied by a steep upward 
trend in freight rates, the demand for new mercantile tonnage is steadily in- 
creasing. 

The aggregate assets of the five large joint stock banks at the end of June 
at £2,220 million established a new high level. The enlargement of the re- 
sources and the disposition of the assets indicates that the first half of this year 
was exceptionally successful from a banking standpoint.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


En juillet les conditions économiques enregistrent une amélioration sur le mois précédent, 
La plupart des facteurs principaux accusent des avances qui annulent les déclins de mai et de 
juin. L’indice des prix de gros monte de 84-6 A 87-5, et les améliorations ont lieu surtout dang 
les produits des champs et les métaux non ferreux. Le cours des obligations du Dominion reste 
4 peu prés stationnaire, et le marché des obligations de tout repos reste ferme pendant la plus 
grande partie de la période. L’indice du rendement capitalisé des obligations s’établit A une 
moyenne de 144-9, contre 144-3 en juillet. L’augmentation sensible des dépéts 4 demande annule 
le déclin dans les comptes d’épargne, et en conséquence il y a légére augmentation dans le total, 
Les marchés des valeurs mobiliéres se remettent plutét rapidement sur la fin du mois, et 1’indice 
de juillet s’établit 4 133-0 contre 129-4 en juin. 

Les calculs préliminaires laissent entendre que les opérations commerciales se sont pour ainsi 
dire maintenues 4 leur niveau élevé du mois précédent. Les facteurs qui entrent dans la produc- 
tion minérale sont irréguliers. Les exportations de cuivre augmentent et l’emportent sur celles 
de tout autre mois de juillet. Les exportations de nickel touchent aussi un sommet au cours du 
mois, mais aprés ajustements saisonniers il y a régression sur le mois de juin. Les exportations 
de zinc atteignent un sommet sans précédent en juillet et l’indice monte de 216-3 4 317-6. Les 
expéditions d’or des mines canadiennes accusent une baisse, mais celles d’argent augmentent. 
Les exportations d’amiante de qualité supérieure enregistrent une légére augmentation, compte 
tenu des ajustements saisonniers. 

L’industrie des denrées alimentaires s’améliore et l’indice monte de 96-0 4 99-5. La pro- 
duction de farine dépasse un peu le million de barils; le mois précédent elle était de 900,000 
barils. Celle de suere se maintient 4 peu prés, et l’indice baisse de 67-1 & 66-7. L’abatage des 
ovins augmente sensiblement, mais celui des bovins et des pores baisse plus que normalement 
pour la saison. La production de fromage de fabrique est inférieure 4 la normale de la saison, et 
aprés ajustements saisonniers celle de beurre accuse aussi une régression. Les exportations de 
saumon en boite varient peu. Le tabac destiné A la consommation enregistre une diminution et 
l’indice baisse de 166-7 4 161-3. 

La production de papier 4 journal |’emporte sur celle de tout autre mois, et l’indice, établi 
sur 1926 4 100, gagne un point et monte 4 196-7. Les exportations de pulpe de bois et de bois 
d’ceuvre enregistrent une régression; les expéditions de planches et madriers passent de 182 mil- 
lions de pieds en juin 4 171 millions en juillet. 

L’industrie sidérurgique reste active et la production d’acier en lingots s’établit 4 123,000 
tonnes, contre 118,744 en juin. La production de fonte en gueuse monte de 78,278 tonnes en 
juin A 79,736 en juillet. La production d’automobiles accuse une baisse moins que normale pour 
la saison et l’indice avance en conséquence de 119-8 4 134-7. Les usines ont produit 17,941 
voitures, contre 23,841 en juin. La production d’enveloppes pneumatiques est forte; elle s’éta- 
blit 4 261,918 unités, contre 237,718 en juin. Les permis de construire sont 4 peine plus élevés 
en juillet; les contrats adjugés représentent $21,500,000, contre $30,400,000 en juin. L’indice 
général de la construction baisse en conséquence de 64-0 a 48-7. 

Le trafic-marchandises sur fer enregistre une hausse en juillet, alors que normalement il 
fallait anticiper une régression. L’indice monte de 78-5 A 85-8. Les chargements montent de 
214,229 wagons A 219,290. Le commerce d’exportation perd un peu de son emprise du mois 
dernier; en juin il s’établissait 4 $109,000,000, et en juillet & $100,000,000. En conséquence 
Vindice baisse de 121-3 4 108-1. 


Agriculture—

Bien que les achats nets de valeurs mobiliéres par des Canadiens ne se soldent que par m 
excédent de $5,000,000 environ, pour le premier semestre de 1937, les achats nets effectués par 
des Canadiens aux Etats-Unis dépassent $30,000,000 et portent surtout sur des rachats de titns 
ordinaires et titres privilégiés canadiens détenus aux Etats-Unis, et ce groupe représente environ 
$18,000,000 des achats nets. Le volume du commerce de titres américains, entre le Canada ¢ 
les Etats-Unis, est supérieur au commerce de valeurs mobiliéres canadiennes, mais les vente 
égalent 4 peu prés les achats. 

D’autre part, dans le commerce avec le Royaume-Uni, les ventes dépassent d’enviro 
$20,000,000 les achats, et les titres sont en majorité des titres canadiens ordinaires ou privilégiés, 
Opérations bancaires 

La hausse constante des préts courants depuis quelques mois fait fiéchir le taux des profits 
sur les valeurs mobiliéres. En mai, les préts courants dépassent ceux de l’année précédente 
pour la premiére fois au cours de la reprise, et l’amélioration s’est continuée en juin avec m 
gain anormal pour la saison. L’augmentation de la demande de préts courants constitue I'm 
des événements importants des mois derniers. Du point de vue de l’augmentation des gains 
bancaires, c’est un bon signe. Les valeurs mibiliéres touchent un nouveau maximum et le 
obligations 4 long terme augmentent en volume; mais les obligations 4 court terme, 4 échéanee 
de deux ans ou moins, sont soumises A une légére liquidation. 

Etats-Unis 

Les opérations commerciales s’améliorent aux Etats-Unis en juillet. L’activité, ajustée 
pour la saison, enregistre une augmentation pour la premiére fois depuis mars. L’industrie de 
l’acier se remet des gréves et accuse un rendement beaucoup plus considérable. Quelques usines 
d’automobiles ferment leurs portes, pour préparer leurs nouveaux modéles; le déclin dans k 
rendement est plus accentué que d’habitude pour la saison. Les contrats de construction 
baissent encore en valeur, et l’avance sensible dans les prix exerce une influence néfaste. Régle 
générale la température reste favorable aux cultures, sauf dans certains Etats de |’Ouest; le 
rendement promet d’étre abondant. D’aprés les estimations le blé d’hiver dépassera en valeur 
de 40 p.c. celle de,1936. 

Le cours des valeurs enregistre un gain sensible, d’environ 10 p.c. en juillet, aprés une suite 
de fiéchissements qui se sont effacés sur la fin du mois précédent. 

Royaume-Uni 

L’activité du commerce du Royaume-Uni fait contraste avec la tendance normale del 
saison, et les progrés des derniéres années se continuent. Rien n’indique que la hausse des 
prix, accompagnée d’une ferme expansion du crédit, ait restreint la demande. Les exportations 
anglaises de produits ouvrés l’emportent sur celles de la période correspondante de 1936 (pat 
plus de 28 p.c.). Les industries sidérurgiques et les métiers qui en dépendent travaillent pour 
ainsi dire 4 pleine puissance. Compte tenu de |’aplanissement graduel des problémes techniques 
la production de houille l’emporte de beaucoup sur celle de |’an dernier. Dans la construction 
l’activité monte A un niveau supérieur, et l'avenir prochain ne semble pas réserver de déclin 
sensible. Par suite de l’expansion rapide du commerce international accompagnée d’une ten- 
dance trés forte 4 la hausse des frais de transport les marchandises du commerce enregistrent 
une demande de plus en plus ferme dans le nombre de tonnes transportées. 

A la fin de juin l’actif global des cinq grandes banques 4 responsabilité limitée représente 
$2,220,000,000 ce qui est une nouvelle cime. L’augmentation des fonds et |’affectation de 
l’actif indiquent que le premier semestre de 1937 est exceptionnellement fructueux, du point de 
vue des banques.
